The  only  person  to  die  on  the  farm  during  the  year,  Miss  Mina 
Bodwell,  was  taken  away  in  the  mouth  of  March.  Since  that  occur- 
rence the  health  of  the  inmates  has  been  fairly  good.  At  the  close 
of  the  year,  Thomas  Wells  fell  and  fractured  some  of  his  ribs  and  is 
still  suffering  considerably  on  account  of  the  injury. 


While  speaking  of  matters  pertaining  to  the  farm  we  desire  to 
refer  to  one  particular  case  as  that  carries  with  it  about  all  that  is 
promising  and  encouraging  as  to  the  condition  of  the  farm  inmates. 
We  refer  to  the  great  improvement  that  has  taken  place  in  the 
appearance  and  performance  of  Prentiss  F.  Buck,  who,  since  he 
came  under  the  management  of  Mr.  I.  F.  Andrews,  Superintendent 
of  the  farm,  has  been  entirely  changed.  Before  the  coming  of  Mr. 
A.,  Buck  was  considered  entirely  irresponsible  and  no  tasks  were 
given  him.  Now  all  is  changed.  He  is  capable  of  performing  many 
services  intelligently,  and,  all  things  considered,  is  the  best  working 
man  among  the  inmates.  From  what  has  transpired  in  the  short 
time  he  has  been  under  the  guidance  and  control  of  the  new  super- 
intendent, we  are  fully  impressed  with  the  belief  that  if  he  had  had 
the  benefit  of  proper  training  in  his  youthful  days  Prentiss  F.  Buck 
would  long  ere  this  have  been  a  self-sustaining  person  instead  of  the 
burden  he  has  been  through  a  long  series  of  years.  He  has  devel- 
oped intelligence,  docility,  some  ideas  of  responsibility  and  quite  a 
measure  of  skill  during  the  past  few  months  and  with  a  continuation 
of  same  treatment  we  think  he  has  quite  a  bright  future. 

The  performance  of  Mr.  Andrews  and  his  wife  has  been  entirely 
satisfactory.    They  get  along  well  with  those  under  their  care,  and 
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are  careful  and  economical  in  the  matter  of  expenditures  for  running 
the  farm.  Owing  to  the  lack  of  some  and  the  wretched  conditiou  of 
other  implements  for  use  upon  the  farm,  it  has  been  found  necessary 
to  purchase  to  quite  a  considerable  extent  during  the  past  year,  as 
the  expense  column  shows.

It  is  evident  from  the  'above  showing  that  there  is  something 
wrong  at  landlord  Shackley's  hotel,  but  we  have  not  been  supplied 
with  sufficient  facts  to  enable  us  to  place  the  blame  for  the  falling 
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off  in  patronage.  The  "table"  ought  to  be  as  good  as  ever  for  there 
never  was  any  in  the  place  anyhow.  We  do  not  believe  the  beds 
were  ever  better  or  softer  than  they  are  at  the  present  time;  and  if 
the  landlord  is  inattentive  or  discourteous  we  have  not  been  informed 
of  the  fact. 

The  town  physician,  Dr.  Annette  Bennett,  has  served  through  an- 
other year,  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  concerned. 

The  Russell  F.  Merrill  case  about  which  so  much  has  been  said  can 
be  reduced  to  a  presentation  like  this: 

Merrill  forced  his  wife  to  seek  aid  of  the  town  of  Norway.  It  was 
furnished  her  at  his  home  in  the  village  for  awhile,  and  then,  believ- 
ing it  to  be  for  the  town's  interest  to  have  the  family  removed  to  the 
farm,  they  were  so  removed;  whereupon  A.  S.  Kimball  &  Son,  at- 
torneys, took  action  for  Merrill  to  have  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus  issued 
for  his  release  from  the  restraint  of  confinement  at  the  farm.  Up  to 
this  point  the  expense  was  light — less  than  twenty  dollars — but  when 
the  town  was  placed  on  the  defensive  in  the  last  action  taken,  being 
obliged  to  employ  counsel  and  pay  other  attending  bills,  the  expense 
ran  up,  as  is  shown  in  this  report.  The  Judge  before  whom  the 
hearing  took  place  did  not  deny  our  contention  that  R.  F.  Merrill 
was  pauperized  by  the  forcing  of  his  wife  to  ask  assistance  of  the 
town,  nor  did  he  claim  that  our  board  exceeded  its  authority  in  re- 
moving the  family.  He  took  a  position  like  this,  that  our  action 
was  an  interference  with  an  order  made  by  a  Supreme  Court  justice 
in  a  divorce  case  then  pending,  under  which  Merrill  was  ordered  to 
make  a  deposit  to  enable  his  wife  to  make  a  defence.  So  far  as  we 
were  concerned,  this  was  pure  assumption  on  the  part  of  the  Justice, 
as  we  had  never  thought  of  any  such  interference  as  he  claimed  we 
were  practising. 

As  will  be  observed,  the  poor  bills  are  very  light  compared  with 
what  they  have  been  in  former  years.  This,  we  attribute,  in  a  meas- 
ure to  the  heroic  work  put  in  in  dealing  with  certain  propositions  in 
the  year  1899. 

The  Woodstock  pauper  bills  still  remain  unpaid,  and  have  been 
swelled  by  over  forty  dollars  during  the  past  year.  Payment  was 
often  demanded  with  no  fruitful  results  and  so  the  Town  Agent, 
under  our  direction,  has  commenced  a  suit  to  recover  the  amount 
due  our  town.

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Agreeably  to  vote  of  town,  the  selectmen  voted  the  stock  of  the 
Norway  Branch  Railroad  Company  belonging  to  town,  at  said  com- 
pany's last  annual  meeting  held  in  July,  1900. 


At  this  time  we  think  it  due  to  worthy  officers  to  state  that  we 
have  been  cheerfully  and  ably  assisted  at  all  times  by  the  town 
agent,  clerk,  treasurer  and  tax  collector  in  the  performance  of  our 
duties. 


Inasmuch  as  the  bridges  in  town,  as  a  whole,  are  now  in  good  con- 
dition, we  would  recommend  that  there  be  raised  for  ordinary  road 
repairs  the  sum  of  $2,000,  and  another  fixed  sum  to  be  used  exclusive- 
ly for  the  improvement  of  the  road  upon  the  lake  shore,  between  the 
village  and  Norway  Lake,  during  the  year  to  come. 


So  much  talk  having  been  made  over  the  appropriation  for  Memo- 
rial Day  observance,  we  deem  it  to  be  our  duty  to  explain  matters 
connected  therewith,  in  order  that  a  better  understanding  may  be 
had  by  the  people  of  the  town. 


To  begin,  we  will  quote  from  the  statutes.  Laws  of  1887,  Chapter 
19,  page  14: 


"The  towns  and  cities  of  the  State  of  Maine  are  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  appropriate  money  for  the  purpose  of  defraying 
the  expense  for  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day."  As  above  empow- 
ered the  town  of  Norway,  at  the  last  annual  meeting,  granted  and 
raised  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  "for  Memorial  Day  observance  for  the 
ensuing  year." 


Acting  in  accordance  with  this  vote,  the  amount  named  was  assess- 
ed, and  was  held  for  the  payment  of  bills  composing  the  "expense" 
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mentioned  in  the  law,  when  presented,  until  the  close  of  the  busi- 
ness year,  when  the  amount  was  turned  into  the  Contingent  Fund. 
A  representative  of  Harry  Rust  Post,  G.  A.  R  ,  came  to  our  office  for 
an  order  covering  the  gross  amount  voted,  and  when  asked  to  show 
itemized  expense  bills  he  declined  to  do  so,  and  said  he  would  lay 
the  matter  before  the  Post.  Later  on,  the  same  party  called  again 
and  said  the  Post  had  voted  upon  the  matter  and  had  instructed  him 
"not  to  furnish  any  items''''  of  expense  incurred  by  the  Post.  He  was 
told  that  the  money  could  be  drawn  at  any  time  up  to  Feb.  1st,  1901, 
by  the  presentation  of  proper,  itemized  bills,  which  it  would  be 
necessary  for  us  to  preserve  as  vouchers  for  the  payment  of  the 
money;  thus  treating  this  appropriation  in  the  same  manner  as 
others  were  treated.  We  did  not  and  do  not  now  consider  the  money 
voted  to  be  a  gratuity  to  the  G.  A.  R.  Post,  the  town  having  no  legal 
right  to  so  vote.  Had  any  parties  shown  to  us  by  proper  expense 
bills  that  fifty  dollars  had  been  expended  for  a  lawful  purpose  there 
would  have  been  no  hesitation  about  paying  the  bills,  nor  would 
there  have  been  any  over  the  payment  of  any  like  bills  amounting 
to  a  lesser  sum.  $1,800  was  the  sum  voted  to  pay  snow  bills,  we 
expended  about  $1,450;  how  would  it  have  appeared  to  the  tax- 
payers of  the  town  had  we  turned  the  remaining  $350  over  to  the 
principal  road  breakers? 


Owing  to  the  satisfactory  condition  of  the  finances  of  the  town,  as 
is  shown  by  the  amount  in  the  Contingent  Fund,  as  well  asthestand- 
iug  of  the  general  finances  of  the  town,  it  would  seem  to  be  possible 
to  raise  a  little  less  money  than  what  has  been  raised  in  recent  years, 
and  thus  relieve  the  burden  of  taxation  to  an  appreciable  extent. 


As  a  whole,  the  past  year  has  been  an  even,  uneventful  one  and 
one  in  which  the  ordinary  town  business  has  been  carried  along  very 
smoothly  and  a  report  of  said  business  is  hereby  respectfully  sub- 
mitted.

REPORT  OF 

BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


To  the  Selectmen  of  Norway: 


Gentlemen: — The  Board  of  Health  have  the  honor  of  submitting  our 
annual  report  for  the  year  of  1900. 

We  have  had  seven  cases  of  scarlet  fever.  The  houses  were  all 
placarded.  Cleanliness  and  disinfection  were  looked  out  for  in  con- 
nection with  these  cases  for  fear  that  the  disease  might  spread. 

We  have  had  five  cases  of  typhoid  fever  reported.  We  have  had 
thirty-six  cases  of  whooping  cough  reported.  We  have  had  fifty-five 
cases  of  measles  reported.  We  have  had  five  cases  of  diphtheria 
reported,  one  case  proved  fatal.  It  is  a  well  settled  fact  that  diph- 
theria is  a  contagious,  an  infectious  disease,  attacking  persons  of 
all  ages,  but  affecting  children  much  more  frequently  than  it  does 
adults.  It  may  be  communicated  '  from  the  sick  to  the  well  by 
means  of  cups  or  other  articles  which  pass  from  mouth  to  mouth, 
or  through  the  medium  of  the  air  of  infected  rooms,  or  it  may  be 
spread  by  means  of  clothing  or  other  infected  things.  It  is  now 
well  established  that  diphtheria  is  a  germ  disease.  That  this  germ 
is  capable  of  retaining  its  life  a  long  while  under  favorable  circum- 
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stances  is  shown  by  the  histories  of  many  outbreaks  referable  to 
infected  clothing,  or  other  things,  which  have  been  laid  away  with- 
out disinfecting,  and  brought  forth  or  unpacked  months  or  years 
later.  Infected  rooms  and  furniture  also  figure  quite  often  as  the 
origin  of  outbreaks  of  diphtheria.  These  facts  call  most  urgently 
for  extreme  care  not  to  carry  or  scatter  the  infection  from  the  sick- 
room to  other  parts  of  the  house,  or  to  other  houses,  nor  to  overlook 
a  single  infectious  article  when  disinfection  is  done. 

Now  the  very  fact  that  this  contagion  is  long-lived  renders  it  more 
difficult  to  trace  it  from  case  to  case,  and  makes  it  quite  likely  that 
many  unexplained  outbreaks  are  due  to  infected  things  forgotten  or 
unknown. 

Prevention:  Keep  away  from  the  sources  of  contagion;  do  not  go 
where  the  disease  is,  if  you  can  help  it;  and  above  all,  do  not  let 
your  children  go  where  it  is.  Permit  no  one  to  come  to  your  home 
who  has  been  where  diphtheria  is,  or  who  has  recently  had  this  dis- 
ease. 

Now  what  is  apparently  only  a  common  sore  throat  in  adults  often 
gives  rise  to  outbreaks  of  diphtheria  in  children;  therefore,  in  all 
cases  of  sore  throat,  prudence  dictates  caution  in  using  dishes  which 
the  patients  have  used.  A  kiss  to  a  child  under  these  circumstances 
may  be  the  unconscious  seal  of  the  little  one's  death  warrant. 

There  have  been  four  cases  of  tuberculosis  reported.  This  insidi- 
ous disease,  which  we  call  consumption,  phthisis  or  tuberculosis  of 
the  lungs,  is  the  most  terrible  destroyer  of  lives  with  which  civiliza- 
tion has  to  contend. 

At  the  present  time,  the  fact  of  the  infectiousness  of  consumption 
is  firmly  established  in  a  scientific  way,  and  enough  is  known  of  the 
natural  history  of  the  infective  agent,  the  bacillus  of  tuberculosis, 
and  of  the  way  in  which  it  is  communicated  to  man,  to  enable  us  to 
lay  down  rules  for  the  prevention  of  the  disease  with  more  positive- 
ness  than  was  formerly  possible. 

The  source  of  infection  is  two-fold,  from  one  human  being  to  an- 
other, and  from  tuberculous  animals  to  man.  The  tuberculosis  of 
animals  and  human  consumption  are  of  the  same  nature. 
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Though  infection  may  be  regarded  as  the  principal,  the  essential 
cause  of  consumption,  there  are,  nevertheless,  various  untoward  in- 
fluences which  have  much  to  do  with  increasing  the  death  rate  from 
this  disease,  and  they  should  never  be  disregarded.  The  most  im- 
portant of  these  are  the  breathing  of  impure  air — that  of  unventilat- 
ed  sleeping  rooms,  living  rooms,  schoolrooms  and  offices — the  use  of 
food  not  sufficiently  nutritious,  and  dwelling  upon  a  damp  soil. 
In  days  past  heredity,  formerly  thought  to  be  a  potent  cause  of  con- 
sumption, is  now  known  to  have  but  little  part  in  the  causation  of 
the  disease.  Since  the  infectiousness  of  the  disease  has  been  shown, 
family  groups  of  consumption,  "house  epidemics,"  are  now  referred 
to  infection  rather  than  to  hereditary  influence.  Though  heredity  is 
possible,  the  best  authorities  the  world  over,  now  teach  that  cases  of 
hereditary  transmission  of  tuberculosis  are  very  rare. 

Sixteen  cases  of  nuisance  have  been  reported,  all  of  which  have 
been  removed. 

Also  it  is  gratifying  to  state  the  selectmen  have  shown  their 
appreciation  of  the  work  of  the  Board  of  Health  done  for  the  past 
year.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDING 

SCHOOL  COMMITTEE, 


The  Superintending  School  Committee  of  Norway  for  the  year 
1900  organized,  March  10,  by  the  re-election  of  W.  F.  Jones  as  chair- 
man. The  supply  of  text-books  was  first  taken  up,  and  it  was  decid- 
ed to  make  a  radical  change  in  the  arithmetics  used.  As  an  experi- 
ment, the  series  edited  by  Frank  H.  Hall  was  tried,  by  the  introduc- 
tion of  his  method  in  the  first  three  grades,  and  Book  No.  1  in  the 
fourth  grade  for  the  spring  term. 

The  Superintendent  was  instructed  to  purchase  such  books  as  were 
necessary,  of  the  kinds  already  adopted,  in  all  other  studies.  After 
trial  of  the  Hall  arithmetics  for  a  term,  in  the  summer  they  were 
adopted  for  all  schools,  as  fast  as  the  change  could  be  made.  A  large 
sum  of  money  has  been  expended  for  books,  and  the  schools  show 
more  excellent  results  for  that  very  reason.

All  changes  made  by  the  committee  were  by  unan- 
imous vote  of  the  whole  board,  and  we  trust  for  the  best  interests  of 
our  schools.

In  the  main  school  building  at  the  village  the  plaster  blackboards  in 
the  two  grammar,  high  and  recitation  rooms  were  so  effaced  and  bro- 
ken that  they  had  to  be  replaced,  and  it  was  finally  decided  to  install 
slate  boards.  The  first  cost  of  these  new  boards  is  large,  but  they 
are  practically  permanent  and  need  no  repairing,  while  all  known 
substitutes  demand  constant  renewing. 

The  village  upper  primary  building  was  reshingled,  painted  in- 
side, and  decent,  well  lighted  outhouses  provided.  At  the  lower  pri- 
mary new  front  steps  were  made. 

The  Swift  Corner  building  was  painted,  outhouses  sheathed,  plas- 
ter patched  and  a  new  sill  set  in  the  shed.

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Yagger  building  was  finished  with  new  windows,  painted  outside 
and  blackboards  painted. 

Pike  Hill  schoolhouse  was  painted  outside,  underpinning  righted, 
new  sill  laid  under  the  door,  shed  shingled  and  one  new  blackboard 
furnished.  A  few  cents  of  the  money  charged  to  this  house  was 
spent  in  painting  the  blackboards  and  removing  desks  at  the  Lake 
house. 

Crockett  Ridge  building  was  painted  inside  and  out  and  the  south 
side  of  main  roof  shingled. 

The  Noble  Corner  house  was  reshingled. 

These  buildings  were  turned  over  to  the  town  by  the  various  dis- 
tricts, when  the  legislature  abolished  the  district  system,  some  years 
ago,  in  good  shape,  and  very  little  money  had  been  expended  on 
them  by  the  town.  The  repairs  account  itemizes  the  expenditures 
as  fully  as  necessary.

In  the  high  school  the  month  of  May  brought  changes  in  the 
teaching  force,  Mrs.  Hayden  being  called  from  her  work  by  illness  at 
her  parents'  home  in  New  York  State.  We  secured  the  services  of 
Fred  L.  Laferriere,  a  graduate  of  our  school  and  at  that  time  a  junior 
in  Bowdoin  College.  He  finished  the  term  as  instructor  of  the 
Modern  Languages,  English  and  History.  In  September,  school 
opened  with  Miss  Grace  B.  Holden  occupying  the  position  left  vacant 
by  Mrs.  Hayden. 
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We  estimated  that  $1,900.00  would  be  required  to  support  our 
high  school  for  the  year,  but  were  fortunate  enough  to  hold  two  of 
our  former  teachers  and  secure  an  entirely  satisfactory  second  assis- 
tant at  considerably  less  than  our  estimates,  so  that  we  knew  early 
in  the  summer  there  would  be  a  surplus  in  the  high  school  appro- 
priation when  the  bills  for  the  winter  term  were  paid.  This  surplus 
was  expended  for  much  needed  text  books  and  repairs  as  shown 
below.

A  word  should  be  said  in  the  matter  of  conveying  scholars.  It 
will  cost  us,  this  year,  to  convey  the  children  from  the  Sodom  Dis- 
trict, so-called,  to  the  Lake  school  about  $136  00.  The  children 
have  had  comfortable  and  careful  conveyance,  except  for  one  week 
at  the  last  of  the  spring  term  when  the  teamster's  horse  broke  his 
leg,  and  no  news  of  the  fatality  reached  us  till  after  the  term  was 
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closed.  The  cost  of  maintaining  the  school  at  Sodom  for  the  year, 
besides  nearly  $50.00  that  would  have  been  called  for  for  repairs, 
would  have  been  not  less  than  $208.00.  Sodom  children  have  had 
better  instruction,  the  inspiration  that  comes  from  association  with 
their  fellows,  and  the  town  has  saved  $72.00  to  say  nothing  of  re- 
pairing the  old  building.  District  No.  1  has  had  no  school.  We 
may  expend  there  $25.00  for  conveying  scholars;  no  more  at  all 
events;  a  saving  of  $175.00.  Millettville  school  was  closed,  this  fall, 
and  we  will  save  about  $50.00  there.  These  three  closed  schools  would 
not  have  averaged  the  requisite  eight  pupils.  Sodom,  possibly 
three,  No.  1  perhaps  five,  and  Millettville  five  or  six.  It  is  some- 
thing of  a  hardship  for  children  to  ride  four  miles  on  a  cold  winter 
morning.  But  the  discomfort  they  may  feel  cannot  balance  the 
good  effect  of  the  stimulus  of  rivalry  with  their  mates  in  a  large, 
well-ordered  school. 

The  complaints  of  parents  have  been  amicably  adjusted  by  the 
Superintendent  in  all  cases  but  one.  And  in  that  case  the  com- 
mittee, after  a  full  hearing,  took  what  steps  seemed  necessary  to 
maintain  that  good  discipline  that  is  the  first  requisite  in  the  school 
world. 

Last  year  we  had  twenty-nine  weeks  of  school  in  the  rural  neigh- 
borhoods and  thirty  in  the  village.  This  year  we  shall  have  tbirty- 
three  weeks  of  school  in  each  district,  and  a  balance  in  the  town 
treasury  credited  to  the  school  department. 

We  recommend  that  the  town  appropriate  for  the  year  1901: 


For  Common  school  account  $3,400  00 

Textbook  account   575  00 

Repairs  account  ,   400  00 

Insurance,  apparatus  and  appliances   300  00 

Free  High  School  account   1,500  00 


The  total  amount  thus  recommended  is  $425.00  less  than  that 
raised  last  year,  and  we  are  confident  will  give  us  not  less  than 
thirty-three  weeks  of  school  throughout  .the  town.

REPORT  OF 

Superintendent  of  Schools. 


To  the  Superintending  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of 
Norway, 

Gentlemen  : — 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  should  be  a  paper 
of  the  liveliest  interest  to  all  taxpayers  and  persons  even  remotely- 
connected  with  our  schools.  If  it  were  possible  to  show  therein 
what  the  school  officials  and  teachers  are  attempting  to  accomplish, 
for  the  better  preparation  of  our  future  citizens  for  the  duties  of  life 
it  would  prove  most  interesting  reading.  There  can  be  no  doubt 
that  the  schools  of  some  communities  endowed  with  greater  wealth 
than  ours  are  far  in  advance  of  us  in  method  and  manner  of  instruc- 
tion. It  will  not  be  questioned  that  the  children  of  some  cities  and 
towns  of  our  country  and  of  our  State  have  greater  privileges  than 
our  children  enjoy.  And  we  would  not  be  doing  our  duty  if  we 
were  satisfied  to  let  our  schools  drift  along,  or  even  hold  their  sta- 
tion on  the  plane  which  they  have  gained.  We  would  be  remiss  in 
our  duty  as  citizens,  not  to  say  parents,  if  we  were  not  ever  striving 
to  open  broader  fields  of  opportunity  for  training  to  our  children, 
to  place  before  them  and  around  them  every  incentive  and  aid  to 
moral  and  mental  advancement  that  the  wisest  of  school  men  have 
discovered  and  proved,  so  far  as  our  means  will  permit. 
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It  has  been  the  constant  effort  of  the  Superintendent,  throughout 
the  year,  by  means  of  his  teachers  and  what  equipment  he  could 
purchase,  to  inspire  the  pupils  of  the  town  with  an  ambition  for 
scholarly  attainment  and  that  persistent  effort  that  alone  will  in- 
sure success  in  this  or  any  other  field  of  activity:  in  the  world  of 
school,  that  the  same  habits  of  industrious  perseverance  may  win 
them  their  full  measure  of  success  in  the  great  field  of  life. 

Norway  teachers  have  not  yet  entirely  accustomed  themselves  to 
look  for  advice  and  counsel  to  a  Superintendent,  who  has  trodden 
the  very  paths  in  which  they  are  now  traveling,  but  still  show  ten- 
dencies to  follow  ways  other  than  those  proved  best.  It  is  an  un- 
explainable  state  of  affairs,  unhappy  as  it  is  true,  that  many  of  our 
teachers  refuse  to  attempt  improvements,  or  to  attend  meetings 
called  for  their  instruction,  an  example  of  this  being  the  last 
teachers'  meeting  of  the  year.  At  an  expense  of  almost  two  dollars 
matter  for  their  inspection  was  gotten  together,  all  teachers  were 
notified  by  mail  and  urged  to  attend,  and  of  the  eleven  rural  teachers, 
four  were  present. 

Your  Superintendent  has  spent  seventy-one  entire  days  in  schools, 
this  year,  since  the  fifth  of  March,  besides  the  hours  employed  with 
teachers  at  his  office,  and  in  the  business  management  of  the  schools 
and  school  property.  If  Norway  could  afford  the  services  of  a  man 
who  was  qualified  for  the  position  of  Superintendent,  one  who  could 
devote  thereto  his  entire  time,  we  would  gain  largely  by  securing 
such  services  though  at  the  cost  of  a  salary  equal  to  tbat  paid  our 
high  school  Principal.    But  for  this  step  the  town  is  not  yet  ready. 

Under  our  State  law  the  following  duties  and  powers  devolve  upon 
the  Superintending  School  Committee,  and  cannot  be  delegated  to 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

1.  To  suspend  the  operation  of  schools  when  the  scholars  to  at- 
tend are  too  few  for  their  profitable  maintenance  and  to  authorize 
the  transportation  of  those  scholars  to  other  schools  at  the  public 
expense. 

2.  To  determine  the  number,  beginning  and  lengths  of  school 
terms. 

3.  To  dismiss  teachers  who  prove  unfit,  or  whose  services  they 
deem  unprofitable. 
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4.  To  expel  from  the  school  obstinately  disobedient  pupils. 

5.  To  recommend  the  abolition  or  change  in  the  location  of 
schools. 

6.  To  approve  plans  for  new  schoolhouses. 

7.  To  fill  vacancies  in  the  school  board  and  office  of  truant  officer. 

In  addition  to  these  duties  the  Committee  have: 

1.  Selected  the  textbooks,  apparatus  and  appliances  purchased. 

2.  Provided  fuel  and  supplies  for  the  schools. 

3.  Authorized  repairs. 

4.  Employed  teachers. 

The  following  statements  include  all  the  powers  and  duties  given 
to  the  superintendent  of  schools  by  the  statutes: 

1.  To  make  an  enumeration  of  all  persons  between  4  and  21  years 
of  age  residing  in  his  town  on  the  first  day  of  April  of  each  year,  and 
report  the  same  to  the  State  Superintendent. 

2.  To  make  returns  as  required  by  law  to  the  State  Superinten- 
dent. 

3.  To  visit  each  school  in  his  town  at  least  twice  each  term. 

4.  To  provide  conveyance  for  children  who  live  at  such  distance 
from  the  schools  as  in  the  judgment,  of  the  Superintending  School 
Committee  to  make  such  transportation  necessary. 


In  addition  to  these  the  following  powers  and  duties  have  been 
delegated  to  your  superintendent  of  schools  by  vote  of  the  Superin- 
tending School  Committee: 

1.  To  examine  and  certificate  teachers. 

2.  To  purchase  text-books,  apparatus  and  appliances,  and  have 
the  care  of  the  same. 

3.  To  have  the  custody  and  care  of  schoolhouses. 
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4.  To  direct  the  truant  officer  in  the  performance  of  his  duties. 

5.  To  determine  what  description  of  scholars  shall  attend  each 
school,  classify  them,  and  transfer  them  from  school  to  school. 

6.  .  To  examine  pupils  seeking  admission  to  the  high  school. 


It  has  been  the  conviction  of  your  superintendent,  for  some  years 
that  the  meagre  results  of  the  time  given  to  arithmetic  in  the  tradi- 
tional course  of  the  schools  were  due  rather  to  imperfections  in  the 
curriculum  than  inefficiency  of  teachers  or  inability  of  pupils.  Busi- 
ness men  very  generally  deplore  the  lack  of  ability  on  the  part  of 
youthful  employees  fresh  from  the  schools  to  figure  accurately. 
Great  emphasis  has  hitherto  been  given  to  the  commercial  side  of 
arithmetic,  and  yet  pupils  are  inefficient,  a  majority  of  them  at  least, 
to  a  remarkable  degree,  in  the  figure  manipulation  required  in  ordin- 
ary business.  Said  a  prominent  Bostonian:  "All  children  are  taught 
to  cipher;  yet  in  my  selection  of  office  boys  I  find  that  very  few 
know  how  to  apply  the  art  of  ciphering  to  the  work  of  life." 

High  school  teachers  are  wont  to  complain  of  the  inefficiency  of 
the  mathematical  training  received  by  their  pupils  while  in  the 
grades.  They  find  large  numbers  of  these  pupils,  possibly  a  majori- 
ty, deficient  (1)  in  ability  to  discern  quantitative  relation,  and  (2)  in 
skill  in  accurate  ciphering.  They  demand  improvement  in  these 
two  respects. 

This  demand,  then,  for  a  radical  change  in  the  method  and  curric- 
ulum, so  far  as  arithmetic  is  concerned,  is  of  no  narrow  origin.  It  is 
as  extensive  as  the  educational  world  itself,  and  as  intensive  as  the 
combined  expression  of  the  mathematician,  the  psychologist,  the 
representative  business  man,  and-  the  high  school  teacher  can  make 
it. 

In  many  instances  pupils  have  been  well  taught  in  the  primary 
grades  and  in  the  so-called  "mental  arithmetic"  work.  They  have 
learned  in  a  small  way  to  see  magnitude  relation  and  to  express  it  in 
number.  But  no  sooner  are  they  admitted  to  the  class  in  "written 
arithmetic"  than  they  are  confronted  with  long  rows  of  figures — to 
them  mere  figures — and  with  these  they  are  expected  to  juggle,  and 
to  obtain  other  figures  called  "the  answer." 

Says  General  Francis  A.  Walker:  "Who  of  us  has  not  seen  in  the 
hands  of  children  eleven,  twelve  and  thirteen  years  of  age  examples 
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in  compound  and  complex  fractions  which  were  more  difficult  than 
any  operation  which  any  bank  cashier  in  the  city  of  Boston  has  oc- 
casion to  perform  in  the  course  of  his  business  from  January  to  De- 
cember? The  most  jagged  fractions,  such  as  would  hardly  ever  be 
found  in  actual  business  operation — e.  g.,  eleven  twenty-ninths  or 
thirteen  thirty-sevenths — are  piled  one  on  top  of  another  to  produce 
an  unreal  and  impossible  difficulty;  and  the  child,  having  been  fur- 
nished with  such  an  arithmetical  monstrosity,  is  set  to  dividing  it 
by  another  compouud  and  complex  fraction  as  unreal  and  ridiculous 
as  itself.  All  this  sort  of  thing  in  the  teaching  of  young  children  is 
either  useless  or  mischievous.  It  is  bad  psychology,  bad  physiology 
and  bad  pedagogics." 


The  method,  or  book  of  arithmetic,  that  we  were  in  search  of  must 
be  abridged,  but  it  must  be  enriched, — "enriched  by  a  greater  num- 
ber of  exercises  in  simple  calculation  and  in  the  solution  of  concrete 
problems."  The  pupil  must  be  exercised  in  seeing  quantitative  rela- 
tion. The  emphasis  must  be  put  upon  this  phase  of  the  work  rather 
than  upon  mere  figuring.  The  figure  processes  must  be  learned,  and 
the  pupil  must  be  taught  to  compute  with  absolute  accuracy.  Hut 
from  the  first  he  must  learn  to  regard  figure  manipulation  as  a  con- 
venience in  discerning  exact  relation.  He  figures,  not  that  he  may 
learn  to  cipher,  but  that  he  may  compare  quickly  and  accurately  the 
various  magnitudes  in  which  he  is  interested — magnitudes  of  time, 
of  space,  of  intensity,  of  weight,  of  value.  Take  away  the  figures, 
and  there  yet  remains  mathematics — arithmetic — number.  Cipher- 
ing will  not  be  discarded  (though  it  would  be  possible  to  complete 
the  real  work  in  arithmetic  without  it),  but  it  must  be  relegated  to 
its  proper  place  in  mind  development.  It  must  be  treated  as  a  con- 
venience in  obtaining  mathematical  results. 


The  arithmetical  instruction  in  the  grades  must  be  enriched,  just 
as  the  teaching  of  reading  has  already  been  enriched,  by  leading  the 
pupils  to  see  through  the  symbols  to  that  for  which  the  symbols 
stand ;  by  using  the  symbols  to  express  thought.  Thought  is  the 
main  thintr  in  mathematics  as  well  as  in  reading.  In  either  of  these 
branches  of  study  one  may  play  with  symbols  or  work  with  symbols, 
and  not  think.  "Thinking  is  discerning  relation."  In  mathematics 
the  things  related  are  magnitudes.  Leave  these  out — juggle  with 
mere  figures — and  the  subject  is  impoverished;  put  them  in,  and  the 
subject  is  enriched. 
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The  abridgment  desired  consists  in  omitting  much  that  has  here- 
tofore been  regarded  as  essential,  particularly  work  involving  long 
and  difficult  figure  processes  that  have  no  parallel  in  ordinary  business 
arithmetic,  and  but  little  if  any  disciplinary  value. 


As  the  result  of  experiments  and  investigations  carried  on  by 
your  Superintendent  in  schools  in  Massachusetts,  and  a  comparative 
study  of  the  text  books  on  the  market,  after  careful  consideration 
it  was  decided  to  introduce  as  rapidly  as  possible  in  all  our  schools 
the  Hall  Arithmetics,  a  three-book  series,  complete  in  itself.  Their 
use  during  the  spring  term  convinced  us  that  we  had  made  no  mis- 
take, and  the  books  were  authoiized  by  the  School  Committee  at 
the  July  meeting.  Arithmetic  is  taught  to-day,  where  best  taught, 
in  a  different  manner  than  when  we  were  school  children,  and  Nor- 
way teachers  who  have  been  willing  to  study  the  new  method  and 
master  it  themselves,  agree  with  the  Superintendent  that  we  have 
made  a  decided  improvement  in  our  method  of  teaching  Arithmetic. 
Only  one  parent,  who  has  discussed  the  subject  with  me,  seems  in 
doubt  about  the  superiority  of  the  new  method,  while  several  of  our 
most  thoughtful  parents  are  unhesitating  in  its  praise.  By  its  intro- 
duction we  have  laid  an  additional  burden  upon  our  teachers,  more 
especially  those  in  the  rural  schools,  and  in  most  cases  they  have 
cheerfully  studied  the  theory  and  tried  to  carry  out  its  practical 
workings.  This  paper,  already  too  long,  cannot  be  extended  to 
show  by  concrete  illustration  the  advantages  to  pupils. 


Ask  any  fourth  or  fifth  grade  pupil  a  few  questions  on  simple 
fractions,  or  every  day  denominate  numbers  and  judge  of  the  results. 
Time,  we  trust,  will  more  fully  demonstrate  the  wisdom  of  our 
choice  and  though  the  most  advanced  grades  may  seemingly  be  "set 
back"  by  this  new  phase  of  the  old  subject,  yet  the  business-like 
treatment  of  arithmetical  computations  in  which  our  new  book 
excels,  will  surely  commend  it,  even  if  we  are  not  willing  to  investi- 
gate its  pedagogical  value,  and  accept  it  on  that  ground  alone.  I 
a m  confident  that  pupils  who  reach  the  high  school  in  this  course 
will  have  a  comprehensive  and  thorough  course  in  arithmetic,  a 
training  sufficient  for  life  in  that  branch,  that  will  stand  by  them, 
and  better  still,  the  boy  who  must  leave  school  at  the  end  of  the 
seventh  grade,  or  later,  during  the  grammar  school  days,  will  have 
a  better  knowlege  than  was  possible  in  any  year  heretofore. 
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During  the  year  we  have  also  secured  uniformity  of  text  books  in 
Physiology  and  Grammar,  as  proposed  at  the  March  meeting,  and  no 
small  portion  of  the  work  of  the  Superintendent  has  been  to  empha- 
size to  his  teachers  the  paramount  importance  of  a  fair  working 
knowledge  of  the  EDglish  language.  No  common  school  books  have 
been  displaced  except  Arithmetics. 

I  do  not  doubt  that  the  force  of  teachers  now  employed  feel  that 
they  are  doing  their  best  as  instructors.  Individual  mention  I  do 
not  believe  in.  With  some  I  have  talked  very  plainly  about  self- 
improvement.  And  the  best  teachers  that  I  ever  knew  were  con- 
stantly reading,  observing  and  studying  to  become  more  efficient 
in  what  they  already  knew,  and  to  seize  upon  and  make  part  of  their 
equipment  the  new  ideas  that  had  proved  themselves  valuable. 

I  feel  that  it  is  worth  while  to  print  the  following  from  the  State 
Superintendent  of  Schools.  It  is  not  amiss  to  preface  by  the  remark 
that  it  is  the  law  of  the  State. 

"Every  child  between  the  ages  of  7  and  15  years  inclusive  shall 
attend  some  public  clay  school  during  the  time  such  school  is  in 
session,  provided  he  is  not  excused  because  of  receiving  equivalent 
instruction  for  a  like  period  of  time  in  an  approved  private  school, 
or  further  provided  that  his  physical  or  mental  condition  makes  it 
inexpedient  for  him  to  attend  such  school. 

"Parents  or  guardians  who  fail  to  comply  with  this  act  shall  forfeit 
a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  or  shall  be  imprisoned  not 
exceeding  thirty  days. 

"Any  child,  who  without  sufficient  excuse,  shall  be  absent  from 
school  six  or  more  times  during  any  term,  shall  be  deemed  an 
habitual  truant,  and  the  truant  officer  when  directed  by  the  com- 
mittee or  superintendent  in  writing  shall  enforce  the  above  provisions 
by  complaint  against  the  person  having  control  of  said  child. 

"Any  person  having  control  of  a  child  who  is  an  habitual  truant 
and  being  in  any  way  responsible  for  such  truancy,  and  any  person 
who  induces  a  child  to  absent  himself  from  school,  or  harbors  or 
conceals  such  child  when  he  is  absent  shall  forfeit  not  exceeding 
twenty  dollars  for  the  use  of  the  public  schools  of  the  city  or  town 
in  which  such  child  resides,  to  be  recovered  by  the  truant  officer  on 
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complaint,  or  such  person  shall  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding  thirty 
days.  An  habitual  truant,  if  a  boy,  may  be  committed  to  the  State 
Reform  School,  or,  if  a  girl,  to  the  State  Industrial  School  for  Girls. 
Police  or  municipal  courts,  and  trial  justices  shall  have  jurisdiction 
of  the  offenses  above  described." 

It  was  decided  early  in  the  year  to  furnish  the  school  children  cer- 
tain supplies, — pencils,  ink,  pens,  penholders,  paper  for  arithmetic 
work  and  for  the  language  classes.  This  was  to  the  end  that  all 
pupils  should  have  the  necessary  supplies  for  their  daily  work,  re- 
gardless of  their  ability  to  purchase,  or  distance  from  stores.  The 
pons  and  pencils  bought  will  supply  the  schools  for  two  years,  and 
they,  as  well  as  the  rest  of  this  class  of  goods,  are  purchased  for 
about  one-third  their  cost  at  the  retail  stores. 

Every  child  old  enough  to  use  it  has  had  ink  for  every  exercise 
needing  ink,  and  the  cost  of  this  supply  has  been  about  12c  per  year 
for  a  rural  school,  or  eight-tenths  of  a  cent  a  year  for  a 
scholar  using  ink  throughout  the  town.  In  the  village,  Mr. 
Rollins  has  purchased  and  sold  to  the  scholars  the  paper  used  for  ex- 
aminations and  work  submitted  to  teachers,  at  wholesale  cost,  a 
material  saving  to  parents.  In  several  districts  the  pupils  and  their 
friends  have  raised  and  expended  money  for  books,  flags  or  pictures 
to  adorn  and  beautify  their  rooms. 

Four  schools,  Frost,  Lake,  Crockett  and  the  Second  Grammar 
school  of  the  village,  have  the  beginning  of  school  libraries,  and  a 
commendable  local  interest  in  the  buildings  and  grounds  of  rural 
schools  is  arising. 

The  superintendent  is  forcibly  struck  with  the  fact  that  only  about 
a  cord  and  a  half  of  wood  is  burned  in  a  season  in  the  schoolhouses 
that  have  been  sheathed  in  the  interior,  while  three  cords  are 
used  in  some  of  the  more  dilapidated  buildings.  Not  the  amount 
of  wood  saved,  but  the  greater  comfort  of  the  children  appeals  to 
him. 

Of  the  complaints  made  by  parents  during  the  year,  the  major  por- 
tion have  arisen  from  misunderstandings  between  parents  and  teach- 
ers. If  our  parents  would  visit  the  schools  and  establish  the  cordial 
relations  of  friendship  between  themselves  and  the  teachers,  the  dif- 
ficulties arising  would  be  more  quickly  and  satisfactorily  adjusted. 
It  is  needless  to  repeat  what  superintendents  from  time  immemorial 
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have  urged,  that  visits  by  parents  result  in  greater  efficiency  of  the 
schools  as  well  as  greater  harmony  in  the  little  world  of  which  the 
teacher  is  the  ruler. 

At  the  head  of  our  school  system  stands  our  Free  High  School.  In 
previous  years,  pupils  have  been  admitted  to  the  high  school  without 
question  as  to  their  fitness,  and  it  has  been  unfortunate  and 
un-avoidable  that  children  too  frequently  in  the  past,  acting  under 
ill-considered  advice  or  no  advice,  entered  the  high  school,  only  to 
retire  at  the  end  of  a  term  or  a  year,  discouraged  at  their  lack  of 
success. 

Again,  from  our  statutes:  "The  superintendent,  or  superintending 
school  committee  having  supervision  thereof,  shall  make  such  exam- 
ination of  candidates  for  admission  to  said  (high)  schools  as  they 
consider  necessary."  Agreeably  to  this  provision,  examinations 
were  given  at  the  end  of  the  spring  term,  in  all  schools  of  the  requis- 
ite advancement,  and  a  second  trial  for  any  who  wished  it,  after  the 
summer  vacation.  None  were  admitted  to  the  high  school,  last  fall, 
who  failed  to  gain  a  high  rank  in  these  written  tests.  A  large  class 
is  doing  first-year  work,  this  year,  in  the  high  school,  and  we  know 
that  each  one  there  was  qualified  to  enter;  his  success  or  failure  de- 
pending on  his  own  efforts. 

The  high  school  has  continued  under  the  same  efficient  manage- 
ment as  last  year,  the  corps  of  teachers  has  been  notably  strengthen- 
ed, and  such  changes  have  been  made  in  text-books  and  courses  of 
study  as  the  times  demand. 

Our  schools  are  increasing  in  efficiency  from  term  to  term.  We 
are  to  have  thirty-three  weeks  of  school,  this  year,  in  every  school 
save  possibly  one  rural  school  where  sickness  and  death  in  families 
of  teacher  and  pupils  have  interfered  with  work,  and  the  lower  pri- 
mary which  lost  a  week,  this  fall. 

Last  year  the  town  voted  $6,600  for  support  of  schools,  a  sum  of 
money  that  will  pay  all  school  bills  up  to  the  first  of  April,  1901. 
This  year,  the  committee  ask  for  less  money,  promising  the  same 
number  of  weeks  of  school,  and  better  schools. 

I  cannot  close  my  report  without  stating  that  in  my  opinion,  based 
on  what  I  have  seen  in  schoolrooms  for  twenty-six  years,  and  what  I 
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have  experienced  of  life,  we  ought  to  instruct  our  pupils  in  one  now, 
and  in  both  in  the  near  future,  of  the  two  branches  of  art,  music  and 
drawing.  Can  we,  shall  we  employ  an  instructor  in  music?  We  can 
do  this  next  year,  in  masterly  fashion,  at  less  expense  than  almost 
any  town  in  our  state. 

Thanking  citizens,  committee  and  teachers  for  their  furtherance 
of  my  plans  for  school  improvement,  I  will  close  by  submitting  a 
tabular  statement  of  interesting  statistics.  The  percentage  of  attend- 
ance would  be  higher  in  many  cases,  if  parents  were  always  true  to 
their  duty.  But,  age  of  pupils  taken  into  consideration,  this  Col- 
umn re\eals  much  upon  the  question  of  a  teacher's  interest  and 
usefulness.

PUBLIC  LIBRARY  REPORT 


To  the  Municipal  Officers  of  the  Town  of  Norway: — 


I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Manage- 
ment of  the  Norway  Public  Library  for  the  past  year. 

The  Board  has  consisted  of  the  following  members:  Selectmen — 
D.  S.  Sanborn,  H.  M.  Jackson  and  Alvin  Brown;  School  Committee — 
W.  F.  Jones,  S.  B.  Cum  mi  rigs  and  G.  E.  Tubbs;  Tiustees — E.  F. 
Smith,  H.  S.  Perry,  H.  G.  Dinsmore,  B.  S.  Rideout,  M.  L.  Kimball 
and  B.  F.  Bradbury. 

The  Board  organized,  March  24,  1900,  with  the  following  officers: 
H.  S.  Perry,  President;  B.  S.  Rideout,  Vice  President;  E.  F.  Smith, 
Treasurer,  and  W.  F.  Jones,  Secretary.  Messrs.  Smith,  Jones  and 
Sanborn  were  appointed  an  Executive  Committee;  Messrs.  Kimball, 
Rideout  and  Cummingsa  Purchasing  Committee. 

The  Library  is  still  under  the  efficient  charge  of  Miss  Annie  E. 
Monahan,  who  has  fulfilled  the  duties  of  Librarian  for  the  past  seven 
years  with  fidelity  and  courtesy. 

On  October  20th,  1900,  the  special  committee  on  catalogues,  Mr. 
M.  L.  Kimball,  reported  that  500  copies  of  the  new  catalogue  had 
been  printed  at  a  total  cost  of  $81.50. 
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During  the  year,  there  have  been  added  200  volumes.  It  is  esti- 
mated that  the  Library  now  contains  3,500  volumes  catalogued,  to 
say  nothing  of  the  reference  books,  government  and  state  reports, 
pamphlets,  etc.,  which  would  doubtless  bring  the  total  number  to 
5,000  volumes. 

There  are  500  library  cards  in  circulation  and  the  librarian  reports 
an  increase  of  5  or  6  cards  a  day  at  this  time  of  year.  Of  course,  the 
library  is  patronized  three  times  as  much  in  winter  as  in  summer. 

No  book  lias  been  lost  during  the  past  year  but  what  has  been  re- 
placed by  the  parties  who  were  responsible. 

The  public  have  been  careful  of  the  books;  no  cases  of  mutilation 
or  tearing  are  reported.  The  management  believe  that  the  people 
of  Norway  appreciate  their  library,  and  get  much  benefit  and  pleas- 
ure therefrom.  We  urge  the  people  to  give  the  library  their  sup- 
port in  whatever  appropriations  are  asked  for;  and  personal  dona- 
tions of  books,  papers  and  magazines  will  be  gratefully  received.

To  the  Bo ard  of  Management  of  the  Norway  Public  Library: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  end- 
ing January  31st,  1901. 

The  Bearce  Fund  now  amounts  to  $1,187.04.  It  is  invested  in  real 
estate  mortgages  with  the  exception  of  §104.24  deposited  in  the  Nor- 
way Savings  Bank.  One  half  of  the  income  of  this  fund  is  invested 
yearly  and  the  other  half  used  annually.  The  trustees  give  bonds 
to  the  Hon.  Addison  E.  Herrick,  Judge  of  Probate,  for  the  faithful 
discharge  of  the  trust. 
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The  Frost  Fund  is  handled  by  the  selectmen  of  the  town  as  ap- 
pears by  their  report.  One  half  of  the  income  of  this  fund  is  annual- 
ly turned  over  to  the  library  and  is  accounted  for  in  my  report.  The 
stipend  from  the  state,  fines  collected  on  books  with  the  sale  of 
cards  and  catalogues  make  up  the  total  income  for  the  year.

Smith,  treasurer  of  Norway  Public  Library,  for  the  year  ending 
January  31st,  1901,  and  hereby  certify  that  they  are  correct  with 
proper  vouchers  on  file  for  all  expenditures  and  the  cash  balance  as 
stated  in  his  account.
